Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
said approvingly yesterday the 
committee report has been re- 
written to make clear that the 
President is given no new powers 
to proceed with the use of Ameri- 
can armeu forces without the con- 
sent of Congress. ; 

The Constitution gives Congress 
the sole right to declare war. 
George said some Senators believe 
‘the President—as Commander in 
Chief of the armed forces — now 
has the power to dispatch combat 
troops into battle. 

George has argued it is tremen- 
dously important “to have a clear 
understanding written into the 
report declaring the President will 
not take anv such action without 
approval by Conzress.” 

The treaty, signed here April 5, 
pledges signatory nations to take 
such action as they deem neces- 
sary, including use of armed force, 
in event of an armed attack in 
the North Atlantic area—includ- 
ing most of non-Communist Eu- 
rope. An attack against one na- 
tion would be regarded as an at- 
tack against all. 

Nations in Pact. . 

Nations in the treaty are the 
United States, Britain, Canada, 
Belgium, Luxemburg, France, The 
Netherlands, Norway, Italy, Den- 
mark, Portugal, and Iceland. 

The treaty provides for a coun- 
sel and defense committee for its 
administration. It would be a 20- 
year pledge, with provision for 
review of its terms after 10 years. 

It also provides for mutual as- 
sistance in preparing the defenses 
of the western world, a provision 
under which the administration 
soon may ask Congress for $1,45*,- 
000,000 in arms aid for “free na- 
tions.” 

Although Senate Democratic 
Leader Lucas, of Illinois, said ear- 
lier today that ratification of the 
treaty is certain at this session 
of Congress, there were increas- 
ing doubts as to whether the arms 
program would be approved before 
Congress quits.

ATOM SECRETS 


REPORTER ONCE 
UNDER SUSPICION 
—HICKENLOOPER 


Senator Says He Was 
Suspended After FBI 
Loyalty Check and Re- 
instated After ‘Speed- 
up’ Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, said today that the man 
who drafts top secrgt atomic re- 
ports to Congress was suspended 
once because the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation questioned his 
loyalty. 
_ When Hickenlooper tossed this 
out at a Senate-House investiga- 
tion of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, David E. Lilienthal, com- 
mission chairman, demanded that 
the person involved be summoned 
for testimony. The name of the 
man was not brought out. 

Hickenlooper told his congres- 
sional colleagues that the AEC 
employe had been hired originally 
under an “emergency” security 
clearance on Aug. 8, 1947. 

Results of Check in 1948. 

It was not until March 1948 that 
an FBI check turned up “serious 
derogatory information” about the 
individual, Hickenlooper said. 

Hickenlooper said the person in- 
volved was furnished with a state- 
ment of the charges against him 
and suspended in April. He was 
given a hearing in May, Hicken- 
looper continued, before a board 
of three AEC employes. Two of 
them were scientists and the third 
a lawyer. 

Although 24 persons were men- 
tioned in the 50-page FBI report 
as giving derogatory information 
about the suspended person, Hick- 
enlooper said, only two of these 
were called for testimony and a

NEW YORK, June 6 (AP), 

7 TOCK prices cracked to a 
two-year low under a new 
selling drive today, 

In comparatively fast trad- 
ing key issues dropped a few 
cents to around $3 a share. 
Well. over 1,000,000 shares 
changed hands. 

(The United Press reported 
the day’s losses at $1,500,000,000 
and said holders of stocks have 
lost $5,000,000,000 in paper val- 
ue since May 17.) 

Wall Street sources. said 
much of the selling was influ- 
enced by the present price level 
to which the market has been 
pounded.

WELLSTON MADE 
THIRD-CLASS CITY; 
8760 POPULATION 


Assessed Property Valuation 
of $11,000,000 in Previously 
Unincorporated Area. 


Wellston, which was one of the 
most densely populated unincorpo- 
rated areas in St. Louis county, 
was incorporated today as a third- 
class city by the County Court. An 
estimated 8760 persons live in the 
area, which has an assess¢d prop- 
erty valuation of $11,000,000. 

The court upheld a petition filed 

by 3296 taxpayers who sued for 
incorporation April 29, 1948, so 
that the area could be properly 
policed and other services could be 
provided for inhabitants. A series 
of hearings followed in which in- 
corporation was bitterly opposed 
by a group which had forestalled 
three previous efforts in recent 
ears. 
Wellston was a city for a short 
period in the early 1900s but was 
returned to unofficial status when 
a- group of residents filed objec- 
tions. The city as it stands now is 
bounded on the east by St. Louis, 
on the south by University City, 
on the west by University City 
and the Lucas-Hunt road, and on 
the north by the Village of Hills- 
dale. 

The court appointed leaders of 
the incorporation movement to 
serve in city offices until the reg- 
ular county elections next April. 


MAYOR ORDERS 
TRAFFIG DIVISION 
ILLS PREPARED 


One Measure Would Or- 
ganize New Setup; Sec- 
ond Would Give It Au- 
thority Over Stop Signs. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst said to- 
day he has directed City Counselor 
James E. Crowe to prepare two 
bills providing for establishment 
of a city traffic division and giv- 
ing the division full control over 
stop signs, for introduction in the 
Board of Aldermen. The Mayor 
said he hoped the measures would 
be ready for introduction in the 
board Friday. 

The proposed traffic division 
would be headed by a commis- 
sioner and provision would be 
made for a staff of engineers and 
technicians, Darst said. One of 
the bills being prepared would re- 
late to the organization of the 
division. 

A second measure would give 
the proposed traffic division of 
the city government full authority 
over the installation and removal 
of major stop signs, the Mayor 
said. This authority now is vest- 
ed in the Board of Aldermen, 
which has on several past occa- 
sions been criticized for the man- 
ner in which it administered the 
authority. 

Asked if he thought the meas- 
ure might meet some opposition 
in the aldermanic board because 
it would divest the aldermen of 
their authority over stop signs, 
the Mayor said he thought it 
“might be the subject of some de- 
bate,’ but added he believed the 
board would approve it “after the 
aldermen realize the proposed 
ordinance would relieve pressure 
put on them by constituents want- 
ing special stop signs erected.”

These persons, Lilienthal ex- 
plained, have acquired certain 
knowledge, and it appears security 
would be served better by keeping 
them at work than by discharg- 
ing and possibly losing track of

Hickenlooper led up to the case 
of the “top secret” report writer 
by relating that Lilienthal came 
to a meeting of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee last 
Feb. 2, accompanied by an armed 
guard carrying a document. 

At that time, he said, Chairman 
McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, 
asked Lilienthal if the document 
was so important it had to be de- 
livered by an armed guard. 

Hickenlooper quoted Lilienthal 
as replying: 

“It is classified as ‘top secret.’ 
Because of its c ntents, it is one 
of the hottest documents ever as- 
sembled.” 

Then Hickenlooper said, “The

AGAINST LEWIS 
ANO UMW UPHELD 
BY APPEALS COURT 


Penalties Imposed in 


Contempt of Court 
Conviction for Refusal 
to End Strike Last 
Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals today upheld the con- 
tempt of court conviction of John 
L. Lewis and the United Mine 
Workers for refusal to call off a 
strike last year. 

The court ordered the UMW 
chief and the union to pay fines 
totaling $1,420,000. The fines were 
imposed by United States District 
Judge T. Alan Goldsborough on 
April 20, 1948. 

Lewis Fined $20,000. 

The fine against Lewis 
amounted to $20,000. The union 
fine was $1,400,000. 

Goldsborough imposed the fines 
because Lewis refused to carry out 
a court order to halt a strike 
over miners’ pensions. 

It was the second contempt 
finding against Lewis and the 
union. 

In 1946 Goldsborough fined the 
union $3,500,000 and Lewis $10,000 
for contempt. On an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, the union’s 
fine was cut to $700,000. Lewis’s 
penalty was left unchanged, In 
the second contempt action, Golds- 
borough doubled both fines. 

The strike last year began after 
Lewis accused the soft-coal opera- 
tors of “dishonoring”’ their con- 
tract by not agreeing to his de- 
mands for a $100-a-month pension 
for elderly, retired miners. 

It started March 15 and ran for 
more than a month. Lewis ap- 
pealed to the miners to go back to 
their jobs after the fines were im- 
posed on him and the union. 

Lewis appealed the fines. 


Unanimous Opinion. 

The three-judge appeals court, 
in its unanimous opinion, held 
that the contempt conviction “does 
not concern the meaning of the 
agreement between the miners 
and the operators or the right to 
strike, or the so-called Taft-Hart- 
ley Act.” It added: 

“It (the decision) concerns only 
the narrow question whether peo- 
ple must obey a temporary order 
issued by a court which seeks to 
maintain conditions until it can 
determine its authority in the dis- 
pute.” 

The appeals court contended 
that the Supreme Court has ruled 
“that people who disobey such an 
order of a court may be punished 
for contempt of court, even if it 
is decided later that the act un- 
der which the order was issued 
was unconstitutional.” 

The restraining order was is- 
sued under the Taft-Hartley law 
provision permitting court injunc- 
tions against strikes that imperil 
the national health or safety.

The appeals court said, however, 
that neither Lewis nor his union 
was convicted of causing the 
walkout. 

“They were convicted because 
they deliberately failed to com- 
ply” with the lower court’s order 
to end the walkout. 

Lewis argued also that the fines 
were “excessive.” 

The appeals court noted that 
the amounts were twice as large 
as those approved by the Supreme 
Court in the previous contempt 
actions. “Measured by the prior 
fines, we think those in the case 
at bar were not excessive,” the 
appeals court said. 

Lewis today asked the United 
States Court of Appeals to throw 
out a ruling by the National La- 
bor Relations Board 10 days ago 
that his contract with the captive 
coal mines is illegal.

The five were walking across 
the trestle when trapped by a 
Northern Pacific freight train. 
Mrs. Merryman pushed her two 
grandsons off the trestle into the 
Chehalis river below, They ‘were 
unhurt, 

The other two began to run. 
Mrs. Merryman gave chase and 
overtook them near the end of the 
bridge.

They were hospital- 
ized with minor injuries. 

By then, it was too late for Mrs. 
Merryman to escape. She was hit

BY U.S. SUPREME COURT TO 
CLARIFY THEIR PROCEDURES 


UNANIMOUS CALL 
FOREXPLANATION 
HOW APPEAL CAN 
GET LOGAL TRIAL 


Chief Justice Vinson Acts 
on Plea of Convicted 
Burglar Whose Habeas 
Corpus Plea Was De- 
nied Without Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today ordered 
Illinois courts to say . flatly 
whether laws of that state permit 
prisoners to win local hearings 
when they claim their rights have 
been denied them. 

In a unanimous decision by 
Chief Justice Vinson, the United 
States Supreme Court indicated it 
is confused over steps available in 
Illinois courts in such cases. 

Vinson said that, “out of an 
abundance of caution,” the Su- 
preme Court had decided to send 
back to Illinois courts eight ap- 
peals by prisoners who contended 
they were denied due process of 
law under the Federal Constitu- 
tion’s Fourteenth Amendment. 


Petitions Reported Rejected. 
The eight said Illinois courts 


had , rejected their petitions for 
writs of habeas corpus—legal ac- 
tions in which they asked state 
court hearings on their contentions 
that they had been denied fed- 
erally guaranteed rights. 

(One of the Illinois cases that 
recently has come ‘to the atten- 
tion of the Supreme Court ig that 
of Tony Marino, life-termer, On 
May 2, for the second time, the 
Supreme Court rejected a plea 
that it order Marino’s release, In 
December 1947, the Supreme Court 
ruled that ois Circuit Court 
Judge R. Dusher was 
wrong in refusing to give Marino 
a hearing when he sought a re- 
view of his case in Rockford, IIl. 
The court instructed Judge Dusher 
to “take proceedings conforming 
with its ruling that Marino’s con- 
stitutional rights had been denied 
him.” Judge Dusher refused to re- 
lease him, at the new hearing. 
Since then the Supreme Court has 
twice refused to order his release.) 

Observation by Vinson. 

Vinson observed that after some 
of the petitions were rejected in 
lower courts, the Illinois Supreme 
Court indicated that the habeas 
corpus procedure would be appro- 
priate in such cases. 

The highest tribunal, therefore, 
sent all eight cases back with in- 
structions that the lower courts 
give new thought to the petitions 
in the light of the State Supreme 
Court’s latest statement. 

Vinson commented that: 

“Tnless habeas corpus is avail- 
able, we are led to believe that 
Illinois offers no post-trial remedy 
in cases of this kind. The doc- 
trine of exhaustion of state rem- 
edies, to which this court has 
required the scrupulous adherence 


of all federal courts, presupposes 
that some adequate state remedy 


‘Vinson added: “If there is now 
no post-trial procedure by which 
federal rights may be vindicated 
in Illinois, we wish to be advised 
of that fact.”

have drawn the fire of Russia and 
the lesser Communist nations. 

The nature of Molotov’s work 
has been a matter of speculation 
since Moscow announced March 4 
that he was being succeeded as 
Foreign Minister by his first depu- 
ty, Andrei Y. Vishinsky. A British 
source said at the time he be- 
lieved Molotov was to become a 
sort of super-director of Russian 
policy.

CHAMBERS ADMITS LYING | 
SPY HEARING 


Chief Prosecution Witness at Hiss Trial Tells 


of Committing Perjury Three Times 
After Quitting Reds.

NEW YORK, June 6 (UP) — 
Former Communist spy courier 
Whittaker Chambers today made 
his third admission of perjury 
since his repudiation of the Com- 
munist Party. He said that he 
had “committed knowing perjury” 
before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities on Aug. 
3, 1948. 

His admission was made at the 
perjury trial of Alger Hiss while 
under cross-examination. 

Chambers is the main accuser 
of Hiss and one of the Govern- 
ment’s chief witnesses who was 
called to support the charge that 
Hiss lied under oath when he said 
he did not give State Department 
secrets to Chambers in 1938. 

“That's the second admission by 


you of perjury at a time when | 
‘you no longer were a Communist, 


isn’t it?” said Defense Attorney 
Lloyd Paul Stryker. 
“I believe it is,” Chambers re- 
plied. : 
Chambers testified Friday that 
last October he perjured himself 
before the same federal grand 


jury ‘which in December indicted 


Hiss on a perjury charge. 
Didn’t Tell Story. 


In both instances, the Chambers 


perjury involved his refraining 
from telling his story about es- 
pionage, in. which he alleges Hiss 
delivered Government docunients 
“wholesale” in 1937 and 1938 to be 
turned over to Col, Boris Bykov, 
a Russian spy ring leader. 

Chambers admitted today that 
when the House committee asked 
him the primary purpose of fis 
visits to the Hiss home in 1938 
he did not

Sidney Z. Garfinkle, proprietor 

of a Poplar Bluff woman’s cloth- 
ing store, was fined $20,000 and 
sentenced to serve six months in 
jail by United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen today 
when he pleaded guilty of evading 
payment of a total of $82,044 in 
federal income taxes from 1942 
to 1946. 
Judge Hulen told his attorney, 
James A. Finch: “You will be 
wasting your time if you file an 
application for probation. 

After entering the guilty plea, 
Finch told the court “mitigating 
Circumstances” in the case in- 
cluded the fact that Garfinkle 
had come to this country from 
Russia in 1912, had had a hard 
time making ends meet from 1929 
to 1940, and had several relatives 
in Europe who had been killed or 
persecuted in the recent war. 

Judge Hulen told Garfinkle in | 
reply: 

“You didn’t co-operate with the 
internal revenue agents until you 
felt the breath of the Government 
on your neck, despite the fact that 
you had suffered oppression in 
Europe yourself, and you knew 
what oppression was.” 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney David M. Robinson told 
the court Garfinkle had followed 
the practice between 1942 and 
1946 of setting the size of the 
taxes he wished to pay, then 
juggling his business records so 
that the size of the tax he re- 
ported he owed would be the 
same. 

In that five-year period, Gar- 
finkle had reported total net in- 
come of $37,508, and paid total in- 
come taxes of $7820, Robinson said. 
His actual net income, estimated 
by determining the rise in his net 
worth, was $180,513, on which he 
should have paid total taxes of

U.S., Canada in New Air Pact; 
Each Gives Other Greater Rights 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The United States and Canada 
@nnounced yesterday a new air 
agreement under which each gets 
additional rights to do business in 
the other country. 

A major step in the new pact 
is the acceptance by Canada of 
the so-called Bermuda-type agree- 
ment, under which traffic opera- 


tions are liberalized. Canada had 
insisted in previous contracts that 


only one airline be permitted to! and ®oronto. Previously, Ameri-

These new air routes were 
granted to the United States: (1) 
Traffic rights at Gander airport 
in Newfoundland on the route to 
Europe, permitting an airline to 
pick up and discharge passengers 
and cargo; (2) traffic rights at 
Edmondton, Alta., on the route to 
Alaska and the Orient, and (3) a 
nonstop route between New York

Canada received: (1) A direct 
route between Montreal and New 
York, (2) traffic rights te Hono- 
lulu on a route to Australasia, 
and (3) traffic rights at Tampa- 
St. Petersburg, Fila., on a route 
to the Bahamas and Caribbean 
points.

An anti-lynching bill was approved 
today by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

The measure, introduced by Sen- 
ator Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 


was the first civil rights legisla- | 


tion to be approved by a Senate | 


committee at this session of Con- 


gress. 
Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, told reporters after a 


closed meeting of the committee 
that no roll call vote was taken 
on the bill. 

A similar bill was approved by 


the committee in the closing days | 
of the last Congress but it was! 


not brought before the Senate for 
a vote. 

The legislation provides a maxi- | 
mum penalty of a $10,000 fine or 
20 years in prison, or both, for | 
conspiracy to incite, aid or com-, 
mit a lynching. It would apply | 
to peace officers as well as mem- ' 
bers of a lynch mob. | 

It provides also that any offi-| 
cer who wilfully fails or refuses | 
to protect persons against lynch- 
ing can be fined up to $5000 and 
imprisoned for five years, or both. 

A like penalty is provided for 
federal officials who willfully re- 
fuse or fail to make “all reason- 
able efforts” to capture and pruos- 
ecute any person who Violated 
other sections of the act. | 

A person who is lynched, or his | | 
next of kin, would be entitled 
under the bill to file civil, damage 
suits against those responsible for 
the lynching.

Staff and former ‘secretary of 
State, spoke from the same plat- 
form as President Truman, who 
pledged anew that American 
“strength and resources” will be 
dedicated to the maintenance of 
world peace, freedom and pros- 
perity. 

The occasion Was a dinner hon- 
oring Marshall on the second an- 
niversary of the Harvard Univer- 
sity speech at which he first ad- 
vanced the idea of the Marshall 
plan to use American dollars to 
help put western Europe back on 
its feet economically.

peace and prosperity. 

“A feeling of security is essen- 
tial to the future of Europe and 
the world,” he said. “Improved 
economy helps tremendously to 
that end, but in the light of con- 
ditions as they exist today, that 
alone is not enough. 

“The Atlantic pact is significant 
of the future steps that are nec- 
essary to a restored Europe. I 
feel that the prompt ratification 
of that pact is very important to 
the world, as is a continued and 
increasing co-operation on the part 
of all our countries in everything 
that that pact involves, as well as 
in the original recovery program. 

Marshall said that it was “a 
matter of serious regret” to this | 
country that some of the nations 
of Europe—those under the dom- 
ination of Russia—did not join in 
the recovery program, “though it 
Was evident in some instances 
that their peoples desired very 
earnestly to do so.” 

“Plainly it was not a decision of 
peoples but of small groups of ar- 
bitrary rulers responding to So- 
viet direction,” he added. “History 
will decide how wise cr how de- 
plorable was their decision.” 

Attitude in U.S. Recalled. 

Marshall told his audience that 
when he first suggested the re- 
covery program the State Depart- 
ment foresaw the probability of 
opposition in the United States. 

“Frankly, we anticipated that 
considerable immediate opposition 
would be developed against the 
idea in this country,” he said. 
“That opposition did not make it- 
self apparent for some weeks was 
due in all probability to the dra- 
matic rapidity with which the Eu- 
ropean powers concerned rallied 
to a formal consideration of ways 
and means. History will give 
credit to those European states- 
men who responded with such en- 
ergy and vision to the needs of 
the moment. 

“There is one phase of this af- 
fair which I think may not be 
fully understood and appreciated 
by my ar:bassadorial hosts, and 
that relates to the reaction of the 
American people. You can hardly 
be expected to understand fully, 
certainly your people could never 
completely grasp what is in the 
mind of a man, say in Nebraska, 
regarding the intimate affairs of 
the people in Europe. He is a 
long distance from the seacoast 
that marks the boundary of this 
country in that direction. And 
even if he lived on the seacoast, 
there are many hundreds of miles 
of deep water between him and 
the trials and suffering, the con- 


Europe, but called upon to make 
more and heavy contributions to 
the welfare of your people. 

“To me, the impressive fact is 
that these people of the United 
States made an overwhelming and 
unhesitating decision to do their 
best to bring western Europe 
back to peace and prosperity. 
There were, of course, speeches 
pro and con, but the American 
people rose to the occasion, to 
that world crisis, and declared 
themselves partners in the stu- 
pendous effort to restore Europe 


‘to a level of continuing peace.” 


Truman Praises Marshall. 

Marshall, looking fit after re- 
laxing in his retirement in -Lees- 
burg, Va., flushed as Truman told 
the dinner guests: 

“The nations represented here 
owe as much to Gen. Marshall, in 
war and in peace, as they owe to 
any man in the world.” 

Although he praised Marshall’s 
shaping of the strategy that led 
to victory in the war, the Presi- 
dent also said he believes the 
gray-haired veteran will best be 
remembered for the peacetime ef- 
fort that bears his name. 

“Tt is not new for nations to 


fight together against a common 


enemy,” Truman said. “But it is 
new for nations to work together, 
as our nations are working to- 
gether now, in close economic co- 
operation to create a better life 
for their citizens and to bulid a 
lasting peace.” 

Declaring that “our peoples are 
united” in this determination, he 
said: 

“This is the strength of the 
European Recovery Program. It 
was developed in concert and is 
being carried out by co-operative 
action. Western Europe is recov- 
ering its economic strength. The 
spirit of self-reliance and democ- 
racy is resurgent. Economic re- 
covery is matched by a revival of 
hope, confidence and faith in the 
capacity of people to govern them- 
selves wisely and justly, and to 
build a better world through their 
own efforts. 

Cautions Against Relaxation. 

Truman cautioned that no na- 
tion dedicated to the cause can 
afford'to relax its efforts and, he 
added, these nations have learned 
that “when the free peoples of the 
world stand united, they are un- 
conquerable.” 

“The United States,” he prom- 
ised, “will continue to dedicate its 
strength and resources to the 
building of a peaceful and pros- 
perous world. We will do so in the 
spirit so well exemplified by this 
great American we are honoring 
tonight.”

The Weapons System Evalua- 
tion Group — a military-civilian 
agency of the national military 
establishment—has over-all respon- 
sibility for the tests of the giant 
bomber’s performance.

This is one of the first major 
assignments given the Weapons 
System Evaluation Group, formed 
earlier this year. The directive 
to the agency said it was “to 
provide rigorous. unprejudiced and 
independent analyses and evalua- 
tions” of present and future weap- 
ons and the systems of combat 
in which they would be employed. 

The case of the long-range B-36 
has become a matter of argument 
between the Air Force and the 
Navy and subject of inquiry by a 
congressional committee. Thus it 
was a logical subject for study by 
the weapons group. 

Those familiar with the situa- 
tion pointed out that the questions 
involved in the Air Force’s B-36 
are not only the mere flying abil- 
ity of one type airplane used by 
one service but concern many re- 
lated problems. These include de- 
fense against the use of possible 
similar type bombers by an 
enemy. Also, methods of detecting 
it by radar and of opposing it 
with intercepting fighters are in- 
volved. 

From the standpoint of the of- 
fense, there must be impartial 
determination of the ability of the 
bomber to cope with attacking 
fighters, its performance under a 
variety of climatic  coriditions, 
whether in some situations it 
might need fighter protection, and 
its ability to steal above a pro- 
tected target from an unexpected 
quarter at high altitude. 

To submit the bomber to tests 
under all these situations requires 
more than a mere mock duel be- 
tween the B-36 and a single type 
of fighter, say defense experts.

speculation in inventories was a 
critical influence.

A sociological change was at 
work too. Business men were in 
a strange climate—the New Deal.

It was called 
an era of “profitless prosperity.” 


1929-38 Was the Worst. 


The following table compares the 
present period with periods of re- 
adjustment during this generation.

Sweden Prosperous but Sutfers 
From Financial Hangover After 
Going on Spending Spree in 1346 


Nation’s Economic Future Bright Despite 
Current Difficulties —ECA Has Aided 
Country Whose Well-Being Is Vital to 


Europe’s Recovery.

STOCKHOLM. 


WEDEN, in rejecting a role in the Atlantic pact, argued that to 

participate might provoke Russia to aggression against Sweden 

or neighboring Finland. The West took the position that either 
Russia could not be provoked into a war at this time, or if the 
Soviet Union moved, the defenders of democracy should be prepared 
to fight. Sweden, clinging to the neutrality tradition, disagreed. 


Despite that stand, however, 


most Swedes, and particularly the 
military leaders, realize that the 
country’s chances of escaping “the 
next one” will be small indeed, 
thanks to geography and history. 
Those chances are further reduced 
by the fact that Sweden’s up-to- 
the-minute industries and its vast 
resources of cellulose and iron 
would be indispensable to the po- 
tential enemy. 

While the United States State 
Department has made it. clear to 
Sweden that it does not feel com- 
mitted to come to Sweden’s de- 
fense in the event of aggression, 
Swedes feel that help will come 
from the West anyhow. 

The Swedes, like the Danes, 
would have preferred a Scandi- 
navian defense, union and pro- 
posed such an arrangement more 
than a year ago. It even offered 
to arm Norway and Denmark if 
they would come in. But those 
two countries, unlike Sweden, had 
been conquered and occupied in 
World War II. Neutrality proved 
a shield of straw. They were not 
as lucky as Sweden, whose real 
shield was not neutrality but just 
plain luck. 

People Back Neutrality. 

Sweden’s neutrality policy, how- 
ever, corresponded accurately to 
popular sentiment among Swedish 
workers, business men and profes- 
sional people. I talked with bank- 
ers, bricklayers, diplomats, politi- 
cians, trade union leaders and 
newspaper men of every shade of 
opinion. 

Clearly, from what they said, 
the one subject on which the Com- 
munists, Social Democrats, Agra- 
rians, Liberals and Conservatives 
of Sweden’s political lineup agreed 
was Swedish neutrality. 

There is less fear of Commu- 
nism, as stich, here than in either 
Norway or Denmark. As a Labor 
Government leader put it, “we 
have nothing to fear from the 
Communists so long as we have 
a strong Social-Democratic party 
in power.” Communists may hold 


Government offices and Swedes 


are proud of the fact that they 
do not witch-hunt Reds. 

In last September’s elections*the 
Communist strength was cut from 
18 members in the Riksdag to 11. 
The Social-Democrats swept the 
elections, winning 196 seats. The 
Liberals came in second with 74, 
the Agrarians won 52 and the Con- 
servatives 46. It is expected that 
in the 1950 municipal elections, 
when some Riksdag members also 
face their constituents, the Com- 
munist strength will be further 
reduced. 

Sweden’s labor unions are rela- 
tively free of Communists, al- 
though they control one important 
group—the metal workers in pop- 


| ulous (700,000) Stockholm. 


Economic Problems. 

The country’s problems, in spite 
of Sweden’s palpable affluence, 
are economic rather than political. 
Although the war leap-frogged 
Sweden, it left its economic 
marks on the country, scars which 
are being healed with the oint- 
ment compounded of American 
dollars and Swedish fiscal shrewd- 
ness. 

As of January 1946, Sweden was 
flush with gold and dollars. It 
was filled also with a craving for 
American autos, refrigerators, ma- 
chinery, textiles and nylons. It 
needed some feedstuffs for its cat- 
tle and some food, but not much. 
Sweden, as big as California and 
with a population of only 7,000,000, 
produces about 93 per cent of 
what it eats. It was desperate for 
hard and liquid fuels. 

Sweden went on a spending 
spree. Normally, Sweden imported 
most of its machinery and textiles 
from Germany and Britain, its 
coal from Poland and its pe- 
troleum products wherever it 
could find them. But practically 
everything Sweden needed was 
available, at high prices, only in 
the United States. It could pay

A just appraisal of the Pick-Sloan res- 
ervoirs will show that at all sites all pos- 
sible storage capacity permitted by the 
topography has been utilized, and that 
a reserve for siltation has been estab- 
lished regretfully to allow for sediment 
which has moved for millions of years, 
and will continue to move in large 
quantities despite man’s puny efforts at 
control. The most optimistic plan for 
the Missouri River Basin which has 
been advanced by experts of the Soil 
Conservation Service admittedly is not 
designed to stop all silt movement, and 
will require at least 30 years’ work, bil- 
lions of dollars in costs and intensive 
co-operation by federal and local gov- 
ernments and (most important) indi- 
vidual landowners. 

Reservoirs built in three to five years 
can provide immediate and positive 
control of floods to a greater degree, 
with other beneficial use of stored flood- 
water. And the capacity reserved for 
siltation will not be wasted. All avail- 
able storage is needed and can be used 
effectively. 

Soil conservation practice can, to a 
large extent, prevent waste of such use- 
ful capacity by siltation. More power 
to soil conservation. It is a worthy proj- 
ect for conservation of our soil re- 
sources. ENGINEER.

Russian Communist aspirations to take over 
Greece, and then Turkey, and then Italy and 
France, have’ been transformed from likely to 
unlikely. The countries of Western Europe have 
come together to make the most of Marshall aid 
and to reduce trade barriers through Western 
Union. The North Atlantic Treaty has presented 
a solid phalanx of 12 nations against further So- 
viet expansionism. Industrial recovery in the 
Marshall plan countries has proceeded so far 
that production in them as a whole is 99 per cent 
of prewar and the European Recovery Program 
is aiming at a target of 31 per cent more than 
prewar output by 1952. 

In sharp contrast, the Molotov plan for the 
Russian satellite countries of eastern Europe, 
touted by Moscow as its answer to the Marshall 
plan, is a miserable failure. In Czechoslovakia, 
one of the most advanced industrial nations be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, the new Russian masters 
have not even been able to maintain production 
at its existing level, a United Nations inquiry 
finds, 

On the Red Danube, a teeming artery of trade 
in prewar Europe, traffic has dwindled to a 
trickle under the Molotov plan and is no more 
than a tenth of normal. These failures on the 
part of Russia’s imperialists have resulted in 
the partial, at least, disaffection of Yugoslavia 
and unrest under the Soviet yoke in other coun- 
tries. 

In short, while the forces of democracy are 
gaining through a reviving western Europe, the 
forces of Communist totalitarian empire are los- 
ing through a deteriorating eastern Europe. Two 
years ago the advantages seemed to lie heavily 
with the Russians. They knew what they want- 
ed, and they were ruthlessly determined to get 
it. 

They had everything they needed, it appears 
now, but the ability to deliver the goods. The 
ability to deliver was in the possession of the 
United States. How well this country has de- 
livered is evidenced in the extent of European 
recovery. The balance sheet of Marshall plan 
vs. Molotov plan fully confirms the truth of 
what President Truman said in honoring the 
great American who conceived the former: “And 
we have also learned that when the free peoples 
of the world stand united they are unconquer- 
able.” 
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Worry, Worry, Worry 

And now do you know what is worrying some 
people? It is whether or not young F.D.R. is 
eligible for the presidency of the United States, 
since he was born in Canada. They are study- 
ing the Constitution and Supreme Court deci- 
sions and hoping that the Attorney General will 
clear up the point. All this though Junior is less 
than 35 years old and has yet to make his mark 
even as a Congressman. 

For ourselves, there are more immediate wor- 
ries. Has Max Lanier kept himself in good con- 
dition? Will Lilienthal be dynamited by Hick- 
enlooper? With June 15 approaching, is there 
money in the bank to pay the next income tax 
installment? How’s fishing on the Current 
River? Will Jersey Joe Walcott beat Ezzard 
Charles, and can the Banshee intercept the B-36? 

That’s enough to furrow the brow these rare 
June days. 
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Mr. Hoover Makes It Clear 


Maybe it is too much to hope that former 
President Hoover has taken governmental reor- 
ganization out of politics with his rebuke to the 
Republican National Committee. Too many prac- 
titioners of the political art believe there are no 
holds barred. They are not deterred by a sin- 
cere rebuke. | 

But Mr. Hoover certainly has re-emphasized 
the prime condition for successful streamlining 
of the federal administrative setup: the work 
can be done only on a nonpartisan basis. If 
the Republicans in Congress try to turn it into 
vote bait, they will force the Democrats into 
opposition. And that will be the end of such 
hope as there may be for reforms. 

The Republican National Committee did the 
nation a disservice when it injected transcrip- 
tions of Mr. Hoover’s talks on reorganization into 
purely partisan broadcasts. And the former 
President did well to heed Senator McGrath's 
protests and to repudiate such exploitation of 
what may turn out to be the major undertak- 
ing of his public career. 

As Mr. Hoover said, the organization which he 
brought together for his study of the governmen- 
tal machinery was recruited from the ranks of 
both parties. Republicans and Democrats alike 
had their parts in making Washington what it is 
today. And only a joint effort can improve the 
situation. 

That effort certainly ought to be made, not 
only because of the savings inherent in reorgan- 
ization, but also because of the increase in ef- 
ficiency which certainly is needed in these 
fast-moving times. 
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How to Prevent Fires 
There can be only approval for Gov. Smith’s 
appointment of a committee to organize a state 
fire prevention conference. This follows the 
recommendations of the recent national fire 
prevention conference. And, of course, anything 
that contributes to the elimination of fire haz- 
ards and, so, to the prevention of tragedies, 
deserves support. 4 
But the matter cannot be allowed to rest with 
the appointment of committees, the holding of 
conferences or the enactment of new safety 
rules such as those in the bill now hefore the 
Legislature. Positive action is essential. 
Following the Effingham disaster, the usual 
investigations were made. Fire hazards were 
“discovered” in various institutions. But they 


' were not news to those in charge. In some cases, 


these men had been calling attention to the 
risks for years, But for years they had been 
denied the means to éliminate them. When, for 
example, paint is stored in a hospital basement, 
it may not be the result of carelessness. It may 
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be because the Legislature has not provided 
*the money necessary to build a suitable storage 
shed. ' 
There would be much more respect for these 
after-a-disaster investigations if it could be 
shown, say six months after the event, that 
they had brought about an elimination of haz- 
ards. Maybe Gov. Smith’s committee can insure 
such a “follow-up.” 


Merit System Storms 

Gov. Smith, Attorney General Taylor and 
Democratic State Chairman Hendren have “a 
carefully laid plan to do away, one way or an- 
other, with the merit system” in the state gov- 
ernment. This is # damaging indictment that the 
Republicans are making, and it is damaging be- 
cause the accused men themselves have supplied 
a vivid bill of particulars. 

Forrest Smith has succeeded in removing sev- 
eral public health physicians from the merit 
system, even though the removal jeopardizes 
substantial federal grants-in-aid to the state. 

He has asserted that he has the power to make 
provisional appointments in the civil service— 
that is, to fill those jobs for which an examina- 
tion list has not been established. But the state 
law lodges this power in department heads, sub- 


* ject to approval by the Personnel Director, who 


is head of the merit system. 

The merit system has been laid open to po- 
litical sabotage in a ruling from the Attorney 
General that civil service employes can join po- 
litical clubs and make “voluntary” political con- 
tributions. A Gevernor who believes in the 
merit principle would condemn such a ruling; he 
would ask the Legislature to close this dangerous 


loophole; but Forrest Smith either wants the 


loophole or is willing to let it remain by default. 

Without protest from Forrest Smith, a group 
of legislators are pushing a bill to convert 3500 
non-political jobs in the Highway Department to 
political jobs under his control. 

Forrest Smith, of course, is a spoilsman from 
’way back, so the merit system seems to face 
stormy weather. It is too popular not to weath- 
er the storm, but the Governor may give it a 
bad battering for a while. If so, there will be 
an eventual retribution on him and his party at 
the polls. : 

Democratic legislators with more imagination 
than Mr, Smith might foresee that. They might 


* offer to make the merit system so assault-proof 


that he would let it alone. This course, and only 
this course, can draw the teeth of the Republi- 
can charges and put the Republicans on a spot 
where they, in turn, must put up or shut up. 
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The Power of Silence 

No prayer has ever been offered at United 
Nations meetings for fear of starting a row 
among the numerous religions, creeds and sects 
of the membership. So Trygve Lie proposes that 
henceforth “the assembly will remain silent for 
one minute, which is dedicated to silent prayer 
and meditation and to the memory of those who 
have died for the United Nations ideals.” 

There is a certain irony in the fact that the 
peoples of the world, as represented in the United 
Nations, cannot even agree on how to invoke 
the blessings of the Supreme Being. Yet there 
is much virtue in Mr. Lie’s proposal. Perhaps 
the idea of silence should be extended. 

Let it be suggested to the Paris meeting of 
foreign ministers that every time Messrs. Vishin- 
sky, Acheson, Bevin and Schuman open their 
mouths to say something, they bow their heads 
and count to 10. 
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For Better Labor Relations 


One of the most promising aids to better re- 
lations between employers and employes is the 
new use of educational facilities provided by an 
increasing number of universities ranging across 
the country from Cornell to California. Such 
an agency is the institute of labor and industrial 
relations at the University of Illinois. 

Created by legislative act, this educational unit 
has been in operation less than two years. Yet 
in that time it has not only established training 
and research programs at Urbana, but has taken 
extension courses to many thouSands of workers, 
foremen and managers over the state. Such ex- 
tension courses have been held in East St. Louis, 
Alton, Granite City, Wood River, Belleville and 
other southern Illinoig communities. The insti- 
tute has also held one- and two-day conferences 
on such themes as labor law, health programs, 
personnel relations: and labor journalisrh. . 

Under its director, Phillips Bradley, formerly 
of Amherst and Corgell, the Illinois institute 
has been careful to serve management and la- 
bor without attachment to one side or the other. 
Its sound procedure is to provide the instruction 
and to conduct the research asked for by both 
union and employer groups. Thus, management 
and labor themselves can keep the services bal- 
anced through balanced use of the institute’s 
facilities. 

A 15-member advisory committee, with man- 
agement, labor and public representatives, guides 
the policies as a double-check on even-handed 
service. The meetings of this committee, with 
such citizens as Federal Judge Wham, Wayneé A. 
Johnstone, president of the Illinois Central, Sam- 
uel Levin, president of the State CIO Council 
and Representative Bernice T. Van Der Vries, 
around the table, have in themselves been a 
force for improving labor -understanding. 

Illinois is fortunate to have this educational 
agency in the labor relations field. If the in- 
stitute is not already doing so, it should soon 
be saving industry and workers enough to pay 
for its small cost many times over. The legisla- 
tors at Springfield should welcome the chance 
to indorse and continue its good work. 
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A saleswoman’s screams thwarted a hoodlum 
from holding up a Mavrakos Candy Co. store. 
That’s how easy it is taking candy away from 
a saleswoman. 
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Taverns Have Rights, Too 

A tavern cannot locate within 100 feet of a 
church in St. Louis, but when a church locates 
within 100 feet of a tavern, the operator’s license 
becomes forfeit at the next renewal time. At 
least, that is the view of Excise Commissioner 
Bader, who has refused a license renewal on 
this ground. The decision is under appeal to 
the courts, and Alderman Berra has introduced 
an ordinance to uphold the continued legal char- 
acter of taverns that were already on the ground 
when churches moved in. 

Tavern owners have the same property rights 
as other citizens. Their rights are confiscated 
when they are forced to close down or move 
from no fault of their own.

The other delegates came to Paris main- 
ly to find out what Moscow had in mind 
in asking for this meeting with the West 
and now they know its objectives were 
strictly limited. The Soviet spokesman had 
made it entirely clear that Russia does not 
seek a unified Germany, a peace treaty, 
evacuation of military forces or any of the 
large aims so widely 
advertised in advance. 
What she wants is a 
return to four-power 
control and resump- 
tion of east - west 
trade to ease increas- 
ingly dangerous 
strains in eastern 
Europe. 

That the Soviet 
Union has no inten- 
tion of giving up con- 
trol of eastern Ger- Dean Acheson 
many is as evident in Paris as it is in the 
proceedings of the Communist - fostered 
“People’s Congress” in Berlin. To extend 
the freedoms provided for in the Bonn 
basic law to the Soviet zone would mean 
giving up control. It would tend further- 
more to undermine Soviet power in all the 
satellite states. Russia could not agree to 
a free Germany united with the West with- 


out reversing her whole European policy. 


For Germany, More Stalemate 


This she is not ready to do. Hence fur- 
ther discussion of German unity at thid 
conference is futile. The Western delegates 
have about abandoned the little hope they 
had that it might pave the way to nego- 
tiations for a general settlement. The most 
that is now expected of the Paris talks— 
every day more like the old record replayed 
—is an agreement to relax trade restric- 
tions and set up a four-power committee as 
a token that the Big Four Council is not 
dissolved and can be called together again. 


Even this modest result would mark an 
advance over London or Moscow. But it 
would by no means represent the whole ac- 
complishment of the present meeting. The 
historic conversations here have been 
among the Western delegates. 

A United Policy Emerges 

‘The agreements on Germany made hur- 
riedly in Washington by Messrs. Acheson, 
Schuman and Bevin have been developed, 
clarified and hammered into working prin- 
ciples in daily discussions in Paris. It is 
not too much to say that to date the con- 
ference of the Three has proved more im- 
portant than the conference of the Four. 
It has produced not only a more nearly 
united front than ever before but what 
may be called a Western policy, in essen- 
tials both positive and irrevocable. 


In comparing this with previous Foreign 
Ministers’ councils, John Foster Dulles ob- 
served that foreign policy is no longer 
worked out in national capitals but evolves 
out of the give and take, challenges and 
revelations of international conferences. Mr. 
Dulles has attended every Big Four meet- 
ing and has seen four American Secretaries 
of State initiated into these seances. They 
always accomplish something, he says. 


fj 


This conference has gone much farther 
than Moscow or London in unifying and 
solidifying the attitude of the West. Vishin- 
sky's long-drawn-out “no” to the Western 
proposals was not improvised. Like all 
his arguments, it was prepared in Moscow 
and indicates that one reason he came here 
was to destroy if he could the unity of 
western Germany—the constant threat to 
Soviet plans in the East. But this unity 
would be impossible if the western powers 
had not succeeded in concerting their own 
views on Germany. 


A Formidable Debate Team 


Despite the widely different points from 
which they started, the spokesmen for 
Britain, France and the United States act 
like a well-coached, harmonious and expert 
debating team. All three together talk far 
less than the Soviet representative, but 
they supplement and sharpen one another's 
arguments in a way that proves that in ar- 
guing out their own divergences they have 
developed a genuine like-mindedness. 


This harmony may turn out to be the im- 
portant achievement of the conference and 
it is due in part to the personalities of the 
Foreign Ministers. Of the four, Bevin is 
the only one who is an old hand at these 
sessions. With all his experience he is also 
the most impulsive and unpredictable. 


Vishinsky is attending his first confer- 
ence as Foreign Minister and shows the 
strain of his new responsibility, but his 
role in the UN has given him plenty of 
practice in the international arena. Schu- 
fhan is doing his initial turn with the Big 
Four, but he has not sat on the Govern- 
ment bench in the tumultuous sessions of 
the French National Assembly without 
learning restraint. He has won the admira- 
tion and respect of his colleagues by his 
steadiness, good sense and breadth of view. 


Mr. Acheson Looks Good 


Secretary Acheson is also a newcomer, 
but the position of the United States and 
his own assurance and adaptability make 
him easily the dominant figure. He is ex- 
traordinarily quick on the uptake and his 
replies to Vishinsky’s barbs are so quiet, 
deft and to the point that they make the 
Soviet prosecutor sound long-winded and 
clumsy. There is nothing fuzzy or hesitant 
in Mr. Acheson’s approach to this first 
hard test of his skill and statesmanship. 
Despite his formal manner, perhaps be- 
cause of it, he gets on well with his Euro- 


Between Book Ends 


Influence of U.S. Economists 


THE ECONOMIC MIND IN AMERICAN CIVILIZA- 
TION, by Joseph Dorfman. (Viking, 585 pgs., $6.00.) 
Three years ago Prof. Dorfman of Co- 

lumbia University brought out the first two 

volumes (1606-1865) of what he intends to 
be “a history of the American contribution 
to economic thinking—a fundamental study 
in our culture.” He explored the standard 
texts, but, believing this to be only one 
part of the story he delved into the news- 
papers and magazines, the tracts and 
pamphlets as well as the personal corre- 
spondence of everybody in our country who 
has had something significant to say about 
economics. He found learned and plain 
men grappling with problems many of 
which remain with us to this day. He 
found progress slow, acceptance of new 
ideas difficult at the time of their presen- 
tation. Years later, however, techniques 

— thought radical become official pol- 
cy. 

The first two volumes covered the “com- 
mercial period,” with trade and agriculture 
predominant. The present volume deals 
with the period of rapid industrializa- 
tion and the wun- 
precedented trend to 
large-scale enterprise 
and monopoly. As 
Prof. Dorfman shows 
very clearly and in- 
terestingly (consid- 
ering the intricacy of 
his subject) it was a 
period of the quick 
development of ex- 
tremes of wealth and 
poverty, of great 
booms and devastat- 
ing depressions.

Facilities and organization of 
the city’s health division are “woe- 
fully inadequate,” the St. Louis 
Pediatric Society said in a reso- 
lution urging establishment of a 
“complete and modern health divi- 
sion,” it was announced today.

COLOR TELEVISION 
OF 4 OPERATIONS 


SENT HALF MILE 


‘Closed Beam’ Carries Pic- 
tures of Work to Several 


Hundred Doctors. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 6 
(UP)—Four patients got free op- 
erations today because they per- 
mitted a picture of a surgeon at 
work on them to be sent through 
the air via color television. 

It was the first time that a 
surgical operation had been tele- 
vised in color and transmitted by 
a “closed beam” for a distance of 
half a mile. 

The first patient, suffering from 
an infected appendix, was wheeled 
into the operating room of Atlan- 
tic City Hospital shortly after 9 
a.m. Half a mile away, several 
hundred doctors saw the entire 
operation—and in natural color. 

The second patient was suffer- 
ing from an overactive thyroid 
gland. He underwent a complete 
removal of his thyroid gland— 
sometimes compared to a “gover- 
nor” on an automobile engine that 
prevents the motor from “running 
away with itself.” 

Still a third patient underwent 
an operation for ulcers in his 
stomach, and the fourth had a tu- 
mor removed from his lung. A lot 
of blood is “spilled” in each of 
the operations. 

The televising of surgical oper- 
ation has been done before, and 
last week a preview of the tele- 
vision in color was done in Phila- 
delphia, but today’s show was the 
first in which an operation was 
sent in color outside of a hospital.

Unusual Dishes for Outdoor Cooking [or tHe R-soro 
When the Operator of Barbecue Pit Wants to Spread Himself a Bit 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE barbecue business in this 
country has become pretty well 
within the field 
of steaks, chops and ribs, all ex- 
cellent materials for outdoor cook- 
ery. But, as I remarked the other 
. that is only a part of the 
foodstuff available and now and 
then, the operator of a home bar- 
becue pit wants to spread him- 
self a bit with something dis- 
tinctly unusual. 

For that purpose he could do 
no better than to go back to one 
of the oldest forms.of cooking— 
the skewer. It is a relic of the 
days when, food was cooked on 
sticks and later on swords over 
an open fire. 

For an unusual outdoor meal, 
here is one from along the Indian 
ocean: 

The first thing you want for 
this is’ a whole red hot pepper, 
seeded and minced. As to the 
amount used, it’s up to you. The 
sauce should be hot, but there is 
no use sending your guests home 
giving off flames. Grate a half 
dozen Brazil] nuts to a paste. 
Pound two tablespoons of ground 
coriander seeds, eight minced 
onions, pepper, salt and two cloves 
of minced garlic together. Now 
blend in three tablespoons of 
lemon juice, two tablespoons of 
brown sugar, four tablespoons of 
soy sauce and as much of the red 
pepper as you can stand. (I use 
it all and think nothing of it.) 

Rub this mixture into a pound 
and a half of pork or lamb that 
has been cut in cubes. Let stand 
Skewer the 
meat when you are ready and 
broil over a low charcoal fire. 
Brush with olive oi] occasionally 
as the meat cooks. Don’t worry 
if it burns a little around the 
edges. That adds to the taste. 

en the meat is done serve 
with barbecued corn, a huge green 
salad and plenty of cold beer. It’s 
great. The ingredients in this 
recipe that are strange to you can 
be easily purchased these days. 
And, by the way, this amount 
should serve about five but re- 
member outdoor appetites and 
have plenty.

squares, Mozzarella cheese, Italian 
ham and bread, Thread the skew- 
ers (they will have to be short to 
fit in the pan) with meat, cheese, 
ham and bread. Dip loaded skew- 
ers in flour, beaten egg and bread 
crumbs. Place in a pan with olive 
oil, put the pan right on the bar- 
becue grate and cook. Turn as the 
meat cooks. 

This makes a delicious patio 
meal with spaghetti and cold ale 
or red wine. 


Lamb is probably the best of all 
meats for skewering but it should 
be young and tender and remem- 
ber, when you cut it up, don’t be 
afraid to leave a little fat on the 
cubes. It makes the lamb broil 
better and gives it an extra fla- 
vor. Here is an ancient recipe for 
Caucasian “shashlick” that is per- 


it in closely. Scatter in salt and 
pepper. Donate several sliced 
onions, a couple of cloves of 
chopped garlic and some chopped 
parsley. Boil a cup of vinegar 
with a cup of water and a goodly 
pinch of alispice. Cool. Pour it 
over the lamb. Let the works 
stand for 24 hours or more. When 
you are ready to cook, remove the 
lamb, dry and thread on skewers. 
Barbecue, brushing the meat light- 
ly with olive oil az y.u go along. 
Serve with lemon slices. 

There are many variations of the 
foregoing barbecue, if you want 


to be a little more fancy. One of . 


my favorites is: 

Wrap each marinated cube of 
lamb in bacon and secure with a 
little metai skewer. Now thread 
it on long skewers, alternating 
each hunk of lamb with cubes of 
eggplant and cucumber. Or, use 
alterneting squares of tomato with 
an occasional anchovy in between. 

Cubes of veal also make an 
excellent barbecue when you are 
‘looking for something a little dif- 
ferent. 

Like this: 

Soak the cubes of veal several 


hours in olive oil and garlic, salt 


and pepper. Thread them on the 
skewer with halves of big green 
‘olives.

Article sevén reads: “No 
one shall be subjected to torture 
or to cruel or degrading punish- 
ment.”

ARTICLE EIGHT: “No one 
shall be held in slavery; slavery 
and the slave trade shall be pro- 
hibited in all their forms. No one 
shal] be held in servitude.” This 
is followed by a list of exceptions. 

Article Nine begins: “No one 
shall be subjected to arbitrary ar- 
rest or detention.” Then follows 
the legal safeguards to preserve 
this right. 

Article Ten: “No one shall be 
imprisoned merely on the ground 
of inability to fulfill a contractual 
obligation.” 

Article Eleven: “(1)—Subject to 
any general law adopted for speci- 
fic reasons of national security, 
public safety or public health: (A) 
Every one has the right to liberty 
of movement and is free to choose 
his residence within the borders of 


each state; (B) any one shall be which, of course, 


free to leave any country, includ- 
ing his own. (2) Any one is free 


to return to the country of which 
he is a national.” 

Article Twelve: “No alien legally 
admitted to the territory of a 
state shall be expelled therefrom 
except on such grounds and ac- 
cording to such procedure and 
safeguards as are provided by 
law.”

ARTICLE THIRTEEN; “In the 
determination of any criminal 
charge against. him, or’ of his 
rights and obligations in a suit at 
law, everyone is entitled to a fair 
and public hearing, by an «inde- 
pendent’ and impartial tribunal 
establishéd by law.” The rest of 
the article details all the safe- 
guards of his legal right and the 
manner in which they must be 
protected. 

Article fourteen was passed at 
the very end of the session Friday 
afternoon and I do not have .the 
exact wording with me. What I 
have given you, however, will be 
sufficient to indicate that this 
document, when passed by the 
“General Assembly and ratified by

A NUMBER of non-govern- 
mental organizations have repre- 
sentatives always on hand at our 
sessions, and some have been 
heard by the commission.

Strawberry Pudding

Continue 
beating meringue until mixture is 
thick. Beat in lemon juice. Reserve 
about a third of the meringue for 
topping. Add rest of meringue 
and sliced strawberrieg to custard 
mixture. Pour into sik 6%-ounce 
heat-resistant glass custard cups. 
Top each pudding with a spoonful 
of the meringue and a fresh 
strawberry. Chill until ready to 
serve. Six servings.

Deep Into Green Hell’ of Jungles

LTHOUGH inflamed with the 
Aacsire to measure fabulous 
Angel Falls from its base, the 
American - Venezuelan expedition 
found from the very beginning 
that everything was going wrong 
with its plans. Not only had the 
party set out at the very outbreak 
of the rainy season, which turned 
the jungle into a “green hell,” but 
the plan to fly the party into a 
tiny, nearby savannah (meadow) 
and there meet up with their In- 
dian guides had also gone astray. 
The Indians could not find the 
savannah and they returned to 
their village. The Lithuanian im- 
migrant who was leading them, 
Alexander Laime, agreed to re- 
cruit more Indians. But none of 
them would go back into the for- 
bidding canyon where they said 
the spirits of their ancestors 
dwelled. 

What was worse, they were in 
an ugly mood. They had been 
promised that the, white men 
would bring food to them in the 
jungle. Instead they had almost 
starved. 

Now they were forgetting their 
hunger, their infected sores, their 
bruised bodies with a wild spree. 
Grouped around a hollowed out 
log, they drank deeply from the 


‘gourds filled with a hideous green 


mixture called “cachiri”’—a mushy 
ferment of yucca, yam and pine- 
apple. 

The evil-faced “capitan” of the 
Indians, Alejo, sat ramrod-stiff on 
a seat removed from the wreck- 
age of some plane which had 
crashed years ago in the jungle 
(perhaps the unfortunate Paul 
Redfern’s). He drank darkly 
from a big enameled chamber pot 
—mark of his chieftaincy. Over 
his hut a crudely lettered sign 
read: “Irrespective of the degree 
of culture of any Indian, he must 
not spit on the floor in the house 
of the capitan.” None of the In- 
dians, of course, could read. 

After a long wait, the brew be- 
gan to lighten the chief’s somber 
countenance. He beckoned to 
Ernest Knee,.the photographer, 
and Perry Lowrey, the surveyor 
who had now arrived, to sit on 
either side of him. Then he or-

dered the Indian women to serve 
up cachiri. 

“It tasted terrible,” Knee recalls, 
“but we‘had to drink. Our only 
hope lay with he capitan.” 

His recollection of the rest of 
the evening “becomes progressively 
more hazy. A great storm came 
up and carousing was moved in- 
side a circular Indian hut. The 
Indians sang as they danced 
around the hollow log, but their 
chant wag all but drowned out 
by the pour of the flood outside. 
Somehow, he remembers, he got 
into the chief’s airplane-seat 
throne, and murderous old Alejo 
was bussing him on both cheeks, 
between long pulls at the cham- 
ber-pot. 

Do you want to go back to the 
jungle, the chief said, with a 
wicked smile. Then he, the chief, 
would send strong Indians along 
with his friends from the outer 
world. 

You and you and you shall go, 
he roared, nimbly jumping about 
the hut and staggering his braves 
with great claps on the back. 

In the morning the party 
pushed off into the river under 
gray, low-hanging clouds. The 
Indians sat glum and dejected in 
the curiaras (canoes) until the 


current carried them around the 
bend, out of sight of the village. 
Then they began to paddle while 
the lone Indian woman, who 
accompanied the party to cook, 
set up a monotone chant from 
the stern of the largest dugout, 
which she oe

ARELY out of sight of the 
B village, the clouds broke and 

the rains began, The deluge 
lasted all day and night. Early 
the next morning, the clouds 
lifted for a while and the sun glit- 
tered for a brief hour on the 
great stone battlements of Auyan- 
Tepui, the flat-topped mountain 
from which Angel Falls tumble. 

Overnight, waterfalls had 
sprung out of the cliffs and in a 
few minutes, the Indians had 
counted more than 80 great 
cataracts. 

The river now was a raging 
torrent. 

Progress was rapid, since the 
course was downriver, but the 
Indians were afraid of the sharp 
teeth of the many rapids, pushed 
by such a flood of water. 

Sometimes the Indians shot the 
rapids when the canoes were emp- 
tied. Miraculously, they always 
bobbed up safe when the dugouts 


would capsize on the rocks. Other 
times, they would not risk the 
water passage. 

Then the canoes had to be 
dragged through the steaming 
jungle over a fresh-cut pica (path 
hacked with machetes). Sharp 
stalks tortured the feet where the 
broad knives slashed a way 
through the vegetation. 

Before dark fell, the party drew 
up to the river bank and cleared 
a small area for fire and ham- 
mocks, (After a few days of rain, 
no dry wood could be found and 
from then on they got along with- 
out fires.) After hastily downing 
the contents of a can of corned 
beef or sardines, the expedition- 
ists crawled into their hammocks 
— prayed for sun in the morn- 
ng.

Later, I asked my readers to 
help find the origin of “snit.” 
From various parts of the coun- 
try come reports that:

Snit, in provincial English, 
means “blow, sharp, cold,” said of 
the wind, also “to blow, or snuff.” 

The Oxford English dictionary 
defines snit as “the glowing part 
of a candle when blown out.

In Norway snit means “oblique,” 
or slantwise.” They say, “He 
wears his. .hat on snit.” The Nor- 
wegian snit also means cut, as the 
cut of a suit or garment. 

A woman reader writes, “When 
I was sassy, my grandmother 
would say, ‘You are a little snit.’” 

In Army slang it is said that 
snit means “a tempest in the tea- 
pot,” implying a big reaction from 
@ small stimulus. 

Many readers in and around Mil- 
waukee have written to say that 
a snit is a small beer. One reader 
quotes from George Ade’s book, 
“The Oldtime Saloon.” On page 
95 snit is described thus: “A 
diplomatic bar-keep (who didn’t 
drink on the job) ... if strongly 
urged by some belligerent, might 
compromise by taking a ‘snit’ of 
beer. The snit was a private glass, 
kept on the worktable under the 
bar. It was about the size of an 
eye-cup, and the supposed drink 
was all foam.

$600,000 FESTIVAL 
AS MOROCCO CALIPH 
MARRIES PRINCESS 


TETUAN, Spanish Morocco, 
June 6 (AP)—The Caliph of Span- 
ish Morocco and the daughter of 
the late Sultan of Morocco were 
married yesterday at the climax 
of a $600,000 three-week festival. 

Muley Hassan Ben el Medi Ben 
Ismail, 42-year-old caliph, received 
Princess Lal-La Fatima Zohora 
Bent Muley, his 22-year-old dark- 
eyed bride, at his villa, marking 
the end of the Moorish ceremony. 

By tradition the caliph was sup- 
posed never to have seen his 
bride before. Princess Lal-La, 
however, set many precedents. 

The English-educated bride 
mever covers her face. She wore 
a simple white satin gown instead 
of the traditional richly decorated 
Moorish dress, and was borne on 
her wedding journey from Tangier 
in a motor caravan instead of the 
usual palanquin. 

The ceremony consisted of the 
signing of the document by no- 
taries without the presence of the 
bride. All the preliminaries were 
handled by tutors of the grooms 
and bride. Then a distinguished 
group of native women went to 
Tangier to escort her to her hus- 
band. 

Banquets and public ceremonies 
participated in by native chiefs 
and high military and civil au- 
thorities marked the 21-day fes- 
tival preceding the wedding. The 
expenses were paid by the Span- 
ish Government. Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s wedding pres- 
ent to the caliph was a $200,000 
Willa, 

The caliph is the civil and re- 
ligious authority in Spanish Mor- 
occo, subject to contro] by a Span- 
ish high commissioner. Princess 
Lal-La is his first legal wife, but 
he is the father of 16-year-old 
Prince Muley el Mehdi, now being 
educated in Madrid.

LANNING for variations in 
P delicious simple desserts is a 

difficult job for most cooks, 
They go down the line of plain 
fruit gelatin desserts, bread pud- 
ding, chocolate blanc mange, rice 
pudding and baked custard. Then 
they tend to start the routine all 
over again, Sometimes they for- 
get about the possibility of giving 
some new twist to these old-time 
favorites. Take creamy tapioca 
which is one of the easiest and 
quickest of desserts. It’s so desir- 
able because anybody from baby 
of one year to grandpa of 90 can 
digest it aitheat di ag The 
variations possible in this plain 
but elegant dessert make it pos- 
sible to appear on the table every 
fortnight or so without becoming 
monotonous. Here are interesting 
variations for the plain creamy 
style: 
(1) Put a spoonful of tart red 
jelly in each sherbert pour 
the cream of tapioca and top 


with a fluff of whipped cream, 


Or put sweetened sliced ripe ba- 
nanas or fresh berries or canned 
fruit slices in place of the jelly. 

(2) After turning the tapioca 
into the serving dishes, flow care- 
fully over the top a thin layer of 
chocolate, butterscotch, or cara- 
mel sauce. 

(3) Fold into creamy tapioca 
one-third cup cocoanut and: six 
quartered marshmallows. A few 
semi-sweet chocolate bits may be 
sprinkled over the top, 

T take economical, nutri- 
tioug and generally popular rai- 
sins. They usually appear in pie 
or bread pudding. Today we tell 
you how to make a cobbler of 
them. And-a surprise in the cob- 
bler is the thin pie shaped slices 
of orange and orange juice for 
part of the liquid which is thick- 
ened to hold the raisins together.
